he river, from the marshes lying in the 
desert some sixty miles to the eastward

A New Guinea Bird 

There is a bird in New Guiuea culled

ting and clawing at each other, until 
they are shoveled into great kettles of 
boiling water.

P Boiled Cobb for Poultrv. — In the 
breeding of poultry as in all other rur- 
suits, a little care and forethought inva- 
riably return an apparently dispropor- 
tionate result. In tlie rearing of poul- 
try, where the expenditure of each fowl 
is small and the material provided com- 
paratively inexpensive, we are apt to 
overlook the small wastes which occur 
in the transformation of the different 
grains into poultry, but which aggre- 
gate qni<e a respectable sum. m 

The opinion that corn is very nPhrish- 
ing fo*l for fowls is so universal that no 
further ti. ought is given to the mat- 
ter. If anv one should suggest that 
corn would be easier of digestion if 
soaked or boiled, he would very 
likely receive the answer that corn was 
not hard to digest for birds that swal- 
low stones aud other hard substances 
without detriment. A moment's thought, 
however, will convince that the mill 
atoms and the grist are very different 
things, and feeding hard grain, although 
not exactly like feeding the mill stones 
with pebbles, bear* a certain likeness 
to it. The trouble^ttenJ^^^»ti^tho 

maJTTu^eed seeSTvery disproportionate 
to the advantage to" bo derived from 
such treatment; but, in reality, little 
time need be spent, as before going the 
rounds of the nest a little hot water 
may be poured over the corn, a tight 
cover put ot the kettle, and the whole 
placed on tLe stove, where, by the time 
your rounds are completed, the corn 
will have become steamed and mellow 
and have lost none of its good qualities. 
Remember that each hen has a certain 
amount of animal force to be expended 
every day in seme direction, and the 
less she has to give to digest her^food 
the more she will have to give to 1% ex- 
vended in egg producing. The advan- 
tages of warm food in winter, when 
much food goes toward producing ani- 
m»l heat to withstand the cold, are two- 
fold — the direct action of the warmth 
and the slower action of the food itself, 
to say nothing of the fact that the con- 
tents product d by nourishing food will 
result in more eggs, fur a hen thor- 
oughly at home will lay more eggs than 
a discontented one. We have performed 
this experiment ourselves, and kuow 
that feeding boiled corn does pay; and 
it is as a result of experience that we 
offer this plan to our friends. — /..r- 
chamge.

That crows and other species of birds 
have little fear of mau when he is un- 
armed is a familiar fact, and suggests 
that they fear him becanse of the 
weapons he carries. In Sootlaod. where 
shooting was prohibited on Sunday, 
crows and rooks were gentle and fed 
around buildings without concern. 
Singularly enough, the same thing was 
observed of animals by Dr. Tristram 
•when traveling in the wilderness of 
Moab, where the pound of the gun is 
quite rare. He says : We were strnck 
with the sagacity which all the wild ani- 
mals showed in the matter of firo-arms, 
little familial- as they can be wi h them 
here. As it was Sunday, we strolled or 
sat down amonor ti e ruins without our 
fowling pieces, and were consequently 
objects of indifference.

Good Beep Cheaper Than Poor. — 
In market quotations of onr western 
towns, we find cattle quoted something 
like this : Good shipping steers, 83.50 
to $6.50; butchers' stock, $3.50 to 84 50. 
Now why is it that, living as western 
people do, where so many cattle are 
bred, they should eat so much poor 
beef? It is U cause such quotations as 
the above indicate that the poor beef is 
cheapest. But this is not true. A well- 
fatted animal, weighing 1,400 to 1,600 
lbs., of small bone and fine quality, will 
give ns more eatable meat for the same 
money at $6.50 per hundred, than a i 
thin, eoarse-boned old cow or steer, I 
weighing from 900 to 1,100 lbs., at $3.50 | 
to $4.50 per 100. This waa illustrated 
not long since by an investigation made 
into the management of one of our 
western state prisons. It was charged 
that the prisoners had better beef than 
the people of the city. This the super- 
intendent did not deny, for he said his 
purpose had always been to buy the 
beet eottle in the market ; and we un- 
derstand that he actually demonstrated 
by the accounts and figures carefully 
kept of purchases, the gross and net 
weights, etc., that he saved monev to 
the state by the practice— Live Stock 



An eminent German surgeon, T)r. 
Kuebtor, has been conducting a series 
of experiments concerning tho action 
of bullets used in modern warfare from 
which he has derived several important 
results. In the first place he has dis- 

f» roved the commonly accepted medico- 
egal dogma, "that gunshot wounds 
are more extensive in the living body 
thaa in the de&d, and that this affotds a 
means of distinguishing whether the 
injury has been inflicted during life or 
after death ; " the character of the 
wono Is being similar in living and dead 
animals with all the arms tried by him, 
including the ordinary muzzle-loading 
rifle, with e >nical ball, the needle-gun, 
jQtjaaserjot.

Manners in Iceland. 

Manners are simple in Ieelund, as in- 
deed in all the Scandinavian countries ; 
and all the simpler here because there 
is really no distinction of ranks. No- 
bodf is rieh, aud hardly anyfa >dy ab- 
jectly poor ; everybody has to work for 
himself, and works (except to be sure, a 
few storekeepers in Reykjavik, and at 
one or two spots on the coast ) with his 
own hands. Wealth would not raise a 
man above his fellows, and there are 
indeed no means of employing it except 
in supplying a house with what would 
be thought in England indispensable 
comforts. Wealth, therefore, is not 
greatly coveted (althoR£h the Icelander 
likes a good bargain, especially in 
horseflesh), and an air of cheerful con- 
tentment reigns. The farm sa.rv.int 
scarcely differs from the farmer, and 
probably, if a steadv fellow, ends by 
marrying the farmer's daughter and get- 
ting a farm himself. There is no title 
of respect, save Herra to the bishop and 
Sira to a priest ; not even such a title 
Mr. or Mr-, or Bsrrnim. 7f yon go to 
call for a lady you tap at the door and 
ask if Injibjerg or Valerdr is in ; or if 
you wish to give her full name, Iujib- 
jord Thorvaldsdottir, [or Eiriksdotair, 
or Bjarnardottir (as the case msy be,) 
for there is no title of politeness* to ap- 
ply, Her nam- 1 , moreover, is her own 
name, unchanged frcm birth to death ; 
for as there are no surnames or fum 
ily names among the Icelanders, but 
only Christian names, there is no rea- 
son for a wife assuming her husband's 
name, and she is Thorvaldsdottir after 
liei marriag'? with Gudmundr just as 
before, while her children are Gnd- 
mundsson and Gudmundsdottir. When 
such a concession is made to the 
rights of women, it is a little suppos- 
ing to find that she is in any other re- 
spect treated as an inferior, not usually 
sitting down to the table with the men 
of the family, but waiting on them and 
dining separately. Otherwise, how- 
ever, women seem sufficiently well off, 
having full rights of property, and rid- 
ing valorously about the country wher- 
ever they will ; and we could not hear 
that there <vas any movement for their 
emancipation, or indeed for social re- 
form of any kind, though to be sure, 
imperfect. Knowledge of tho language 
restricted onr inquiries. In one regard, 
the women of Iceland have obtained a 
completer equality than their sisters in 
continental Europe. — They receive ex- 
actly the same education as the men do. 
There are no schools in the island 
naturally, as families live mostly a 
dozen miles apart ; and instruction is 
therefore given by the father to his sons 
and daughters alike and together, the 
priest, where there is a priest, some- 
times adding a little Latin or Danish. 
Thus the girl learns all her parent 
teach her, and is as good an ari 
tician, and as familiar with the Sagas 
as her brothers. — Corn h ill Magazine. 

Preserving- Butter. 

Only a few families know how to 
keep fresh butter sweet and finely fla- 
vored for any length of time, whether 
they make or purchase it. Hence with 
such there is a necessity of speedy con 
sumption, or having to eat he. inferior 
article. Assuming that the cream was 
good, the buttermilk properly worked 
oiitoftoMff butter.^ uud pure salt 
served in this stare? Answer : By ex- 
elndiug the air and keeping it in a cool 
place. Pack "new butter in sound stone 
jars or crocks wet with strong brine ; 
and be sure to keep the brine an inch or 
two over the butter to exclude atmos- 
pheric air. 

If the crock stands in cold spring 
water, in a spring house or a cool cellar, 
the butter will not become rancid in 
several months, finely flavored butter 
put up in this manner sells in New York 
at this time at from 65 to 75 cents a 
pound. 

The practice of having so much dam- 
aged or inferior butter is a great rBs- 
take which ought to b>.> corrected parny 
by manufacturers, and partly by deal- 
ers and consumers In the first place, 
cows should have plenty of green fresh 
feed like grass, clover, green corn, cow- 
peas or millet, to yield sweet butter. A 
steady supply of rich yellow milk is 
needed. 

Ia the south, corn forage will l>e onr 
main dependence, as we can raise it 
early and late in the sesson by taking 
pains ; and it makes excellent hay when 
all the nutriment in the grain is re- 
tained in the blade or stalk. There are 
over one thousand million pounds of 
lard in the shape of pork aad bacon 
consumed in the United States every 
year, and the tendency is to substitute 
butter for this hog's grease. The cow 
is a better, and a more economical ma- 
chine to extract oil from plants with 
her capacious stomach than any swine. 
HenceTthe rapid increase of well organ- 
ized bfftter lactones aud of dairy cows. 
In less than three days' time the cow 
enables us to transform a corn shuck, 
leaf and stalk into healthy human blood. 
No hog can do as much,

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Lightning and its Freaks. 

The great destruction to life and 
property in various parts of the country 
from the effects of lightning during the 
past two or three weeks, has served to 
give an additional interest to the study 
of the phenomenon of electricity. 
Never, says the New York World, "has 
there appeared to be a greater disturb- 
ance of the electrical equilibrium, and 
certainly the freaks of the subtle fluid 
were never so inexplicable. If the re- 
ports we have received are Arrect, 
many of the buildings which have been 
struck by "thunderbolts " were pro- 
vided with rods, aud several of the per- 
sons who have been killed or maimed by 
the lightning were knocked out of 
feather beds, where, in accordance with 
the tradition, th< y had taktn themselves 
for safety. In the light of these facts 
we have been criticised because we 
held to the belief that no building had 
ever been destroyed when properly pro- 
tected by conducting rods. That scort s 
of buildings provided with rods have 
been struck by lightning everybody 
knows, but that thousands of buildings 
are at present provided with rods that 
are worse than useless everybody, per- 
haps, does not knew. Iron and copper 
are always better conductors of elec- 
tricity than wood, and the fact that the 
current sometimes leaves the metallic 
rod and takes the wood only proves 
that something has been put in the way 
to obstruct its course. A metallic rod, 
to be sure protection, must be a perfect- 
ly unbroken one, its lower end terminat- 
ing in the earth in such a manner as to 
allow the charge to be given off freely 
and instantaneously. Probably if all 
the lightning rods in the country were 
inspected, not more than one in ten 
would be found in perfect order. Most 
of them are put in pieces, the connec 
tions being very defective. It takes bu 
a short, time for the iron to rust an 
form a coating around the joints 
links, and as soon as that is d( 
rod becomes worthless, and noT 

the upper part of the rod" 
where the defect occurs, is an at' 
for the lightning. If a thunder 
passes near by, and a current of el 
trioity descends the rod, it is suddenly 
checked when it reaches the breaks and 
it is then obliged to tear its way through 
the side of the building. A defective 
rod is apt to biing a current into a 
building which, but for the rod, would 
have gone in another direction, and that 
building which is provided with rods 
suffers more if struck, than one unpro- 
vided with rods."

There 
are imported to this country from 
France and Grrmauy about fiO.OOO «>very 
year. While the German bird fanciers 
have bestowed their whole efforts upon 
the vocal power of the country, French 
fanciers have by judicious breeding 
greatly increased the size and symme- 
try of the birds The German canaries 
in most cases lose their musical power 
about one year after they are imported. 
Tho American bred canaries, although 
not as fine singers, last from five to 
seven years. It is said that the reason 
of the success of Girmau fanciers ii 
training their birds is due to their plac- 
ing thi ir young canaries in cages with 
larks and other European songsters, 
from whom the canaries learn nianv of 
their most beautiful melodies. Im- 
ported birds sell at from §8 to g_0, 
American birds from $5 to $10. The 
mocking bird is th» only rival the cana- 
ry has. Their characteristics are too 
well known to need comment. The best 
singers come from Georgia and Florida. 
They bring from $15 to £20 each. What 
fanciers consider fine singers are exceed- 
ingly scarce, u^t one bird in three hun- 
dred beinp first-class. These fine birds 
bring $100 and upwanls apitce. The 
compass and variety of its voice make 
it a great favorite in Europe. The bird 
ia found ina 11 European countries, bnt 
is by fanciers in this country considered 
rare. They bring from 825 to S50 each."
